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Foreword 


In  early  times  students  traveled  from  one  land  to  another  in  quest 
of  individual  scholars  from  whose  teaching  they  might  benefit.  Small 
groups  of  students  and  teachers  would  then  band  together  for  study 
and  sometimes  for  protection.  The  University  of  Paris,  founded  during 
the  first  half  of  the  thirteenth  century,  followed  this  process  of  develop- 
ment. Students  and  scholars  coming  to  the  French  capital  from  all  parts 
of  Europe  crowded  around  celebrated  teachers,  who  through  persistent 
efforts  eventually  gained  a  degree  of  autonomy  which  led  to  the  free 
university  as  we  know  it  today.  This  early  spirit  of  freedom  and  indepen- 
dence has  been  manifested  many  times  during  the  University's  subsequent 
history. 

Despite  moments  of  change,  turbulence  and  unrest,  the  University 
has  for  over  800  years  remained  a  justly  famed  center  of  learning.  Now 
divided  into  13  smaller  separate  universities  in  and  around  the  city,  it 
attracts  thousands  from  many  lands,  including  those  students  enrolled 
in  the  Sweet  Briar  program. 

This  year  marks  the  twenty-eighth  year  of  Sweet  Briar's  Junior 
Year  in  France,  inaugurated  in  1948  as  a  continuation  of  a  program 
sponsored  by  the  University  of  Delaware  from  1923  until  1939  when 
it  was  interrupted  by  World  War  II.  During  these  twenty-eight  years 
2712  students  from  227  colleges  and  universities  in  the  United  States 
and  Canada  have  had  the  opportunity  of  spending  their  third  year  of 
college  in  France. 

In  addition  to  increasing  student  competency  in  the  French  language, 
the  aim  of  this  program  is  to  develop  in  the  student  an  understanding 
of  world  problems  and  a  broader  perspective  on  those  of  his  own  country 
through  daily  association  and  interchange  with  students,  professors  and 
other  citizens  of  many  nations.  There  are,  moreover,  innumerable  ed- 
ucational and  cultural  opportunities  provided  in  Paris  itself,  still  the 
delight  of  innumerable  travelers,  students,  and  scholars.

General  Information 

The  general  purpose  of  the  Sweet  Briar  College  Junior  Year  in  France 
is  to  provide  the  opportunity  for  students  to  develop  a  deeper  under- 
standing of  the  world's  problems  and  to  broaden  their  perspective  on 
those  of  their  own  country.  The  specific  aim  of  the  program  is  to  provide 
an  academic  experience  which  will  increase  competency  in  the  use  of 
the  French  language  and  permit  election  of  courses  in  any  discipline 
for  which  the  students  qualify  and  where  adequate  opportunity  exists. 

The  Sweet  Briai-  Junior  Year  in  France  meets  standards  for  under- 
graduate study  abroad  as  recommended  by  the  Advisory  Committee  on 
the  Junior  Year  in  France,  a  body  of  professors  and  administrators  from 
a  number  of  colleges  and  universities  meeting  annually  to  consider  and 
evaluate  the  program.  The  Junior  Year  in  France  provides  several  weeks 
of  intensive  study  in  language,  culture  and  civilization  in  Tours,  followed 
by  a  full  academic  year  in  the  various  Universities  of  Paris  and  other 
institutes  of  higher  learning  and  visual  and  performing  arts. 

While  a  certain  number  of  the  students  in  this  program  major  in 
French,  many  others  specialize  in  such  areas  as  art  and  art  history, 
comparative  literature,  government,  history,  international  relations, 
mathematics,  music,  philosophy,  political  science,  religion,  theatre  arts, 
etc.  A  flexible  program  of  studies  allows  for  considerable  variation  in 
the  choice  of  courses  to  be  taken.  Credit  for  a  year's  academic  work,  if 
successfully  completed,  is  granted  by  the  students'  colleges  and  universi- 
ties in  the  United  States. 

Most  of  the  students  live  in  French  homes,  both  in  Tours  and  in 
Paris.  In  Paris  a  limited  number  of  rooms  are  available  to  those  stu- 
dents preferring  to  reside  in  student  foyers. 

In  France  the  American  student  will  become  aware  of  the  great  em- 
phasis placed  on  individual  effort  in  his  studies  and  will  be  expected 
to  accept  the  responsibility  of  greater  academic  freedom.  He  will,  to  a 
great  extent,  have  to  make  his  own  way  without  the  aid  of  the  many 
extra-curricular  and  social  organizations  of  the  American  campus. 

ADMISSION 

Applications  to  the  Junior  Year  in  France  are  accepted  from  sopho- 
mores, both  men  and  women,  in  good  standing  in  any  accredited  four- 
year  American  college  or  university.  Those  who  are  considering  appli- 
cation to  the  program  should  begin  making  plans  well  in  advance,  dis- 
cussing them  thoroughly  with  their  parents,  advisers,  and  professors. 
The  nature  of  the  program  is  such  that  only  applications  from  students 
wishing  to  study  for  the  entire  academic  year  are  considered. 

A  candidate  for  admission  is  expected  to  have  had  at  least  two  years 
of  pre-college  French  and  two  years  of  college  French,  or  the  equivalent, 
normally  including  a  course  in  French  literature.  This  requirement 
should  be  met  by  June  of  the  sophomore  year,  and  it  is  highly  desirable 
that  he  be  studying  French  during  that  year.  A  course  in  French  or 
European  History  is  also  recommended.  A  minimum  B  average  in  col- 
lege French  and  a  general  average  of  at  least  B—  will  be  expected. 


The  applicant  is  expected  to  be  a  responsible  student  of  excellent 
character  and  seriousness  of  purpose,  capable  of  deriving  the  maximum 
benefit  from  an  undergraduate  year  abroad.  He  must  be  recommended 
by  the  chairman  of  his  major  department,  the  chairman  of  the  French 
Department,  and  the  Dean  or  other  appropriate  administrative  official 
of  his  college. 


Application  For  Admission 

Application  for  admission  to  the  Junior  Year  in  France  is  made  on 
the  official  blanks,  obtainable  from  the  Director  of  the  Junior  Year  in 
France  at  Sweet  Briar  College.  The  application  is  submitted  in  dupli- 
cate through  the  Academic  Dean  of  the  applicant's  college,  or  other  ad- 
ministrative official  charged  with  such  duty.  Completed  applications 
should  be  submitted  as  early  as  possible  after  the  end  of  the  first  semester 
(or  after  the  winter  term  in  4-1-4  progi'ams),  before  March  1  whenever 
possible,  and  no  later  than  March  15.  Applications  will  be  reviewed 
when  received  and  especially  well-qualified  students  will  be  notified  of 
acceptance  as  soon  as  possible.  Alternates  will  be  informed  of  their 
status  no  later  than  mid-April. 

The  application  blank  provides  spaces  for:  recommendations  from 
the  departmental  chairman  and  the  Dean  of  the  college;  a  certificate  of 
good  health,  signed  by  the  applicant's  physician;  consent  of  parents  or 
guardian  and  their  approval  of  financial  arrangements.  An  additional 
letter  of  recommendation  is  also  requested. 


FINANCIAL  ARRANGEMENTS 

The  Junior  Year  in  France  is  a  non-profit  educational  enterprise. 
Outside  of  the  regular  salaries  and  fees  paid,  no  institution  and  no  per- 
son can  receive  any  pecuniary  advantage  from  its  operation.  Every  effort 
has  been  made  to  keep  the  cost  of  the  year's  expenses  as  low  as  rising 
prices  and  foreign  exchange  rates  permit. 

The  over-all  fee  for  1976-77:    |4,500 

This  fee  covers: 

a)  Administrative  expenses  of  the  offices  in  Tours,  Paris  and  Sweet 
Briar,  the  salaries  of  teachers,  tutors,  tuition  at  the  Paris  universities 
and  other  institutions  of  higher  learning,  cost  of  special  courses,  print- 
ing, purchase  of  library  books,  postage,  auditing  of  accounts,  and  so 
forth,  but  does  not  include  the  cost  of  textbooks,  individual  art  and 
music  lessons,  nor  of  studio  supplies  and  piano  rentals; 

b)  Board  and  room  in  Tours  and  Paris,  approximately  9  months; 

c)  Roundtrip  air  transportation  from  New  York  to  France.  It  does 
not  include  insurance,  passport  or  visa  fees,  overweight  baggage  or  bag- 
gage sent  by  air  freight. 


Payments 

Checks  in  payment  of  the  over-all  fee  should  be  made  payable  to 
The  Junior  Year  in  France  and  sent  to  the  office  of  the  Director  of  the 
Junior  Year  in  France  at  Sweet  Briar  College  in  accordance  with  the 
following  schedule:

A  student  withdrawing  before  departure  for  France  will  be  granted 
a  refund  as  follows:

Special  Fee 

For  students  who  enroll  in  the  special  theatre  course  (or  who  wish 
to  purchase  a  season  ticket),  a  fee  of  $70  will  be  added  to  the  November 
30  payment  to  cover  the  additional  expense  of  the  administration  of  this 
course  and  the  cost  of  theatre  tickets  for  the  plays  seen  during  the  Paris 
session. 

N.B.T/ze  Junior  Year  in  France  reserves  the  right  to  modify  the  over-all 
fee  due  to  the  uncertainty  of  the  dollar  on  the  foreign  exchange  market 
or  due  to  other  unforeseen  conditions  which  may  develop.  Notice  of 
any  such  modification  will  be  given  prior  to  July  15  payment. 

Financial  Aid 

Financial  aid  is  available  to  students  who  demonstrate  real  financial 
need  and  whose  records  warrant  it.  About  one-fifth  of  the  participants 
receive  grants  in  varying  amounts. 

Applicants  for  financial  aid  should  request  the  special  form,  and 
return  it  to  the  Director  of  the  Junior  Year  in  France  at  Sweet  Briar  no 
later  than  March  1,  together  with  the  application  for  admission.  Some 
colleges  allow  their  own  financial  aid  to  be  used  for  the  Junior  Year  in 
France.  Students  are  encouraged  to  explore  still  other  possible  sources 
of  financial  aid. 


Insurance 

Through  a  nationally  known  insurance  company,  the  Junior  Year  in 
France  is  able  to  offer  its  students  a  group  health  insurance  plan  at 
relatively  low  costs.  Benefits  include  hospitalization  expenses  and  ex- 
penses of  accidents  not  requiring  hospitalization  and  are  payable  in  ad- 
dition to  any  other  protection  a  student  may  have.  All  students  in  the 
group  are  required  to  enroll  in  this  plan,  the  premium  for  which  will  be 
approximately  |25.00-|30.00. 

TRAVEL  AND  LIVING  ARRANGEMENTS 

Detailed  information  concerning  passport  application,  visas,  handling 
of  baggage,  hotel  reservations  in  New  York,  time  and  place  of  the  group 
meeting  prior  to  departure,  and  suggestions  regarding  clothing  will  be 
furnished  at  the  appropriate  time. 

An  informal  reception  for  students,  their  parents  and  families,  will 
be  held  in  New  York  on  day  of  departure.  Parents  and  students  will 
have  an  opportunity  to  meet  each  other  as  well  as  representatives  of  the 
College  and  the  staff  of  the  Junior  Year  in  France. 

Group  Flight 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  a  regularly  scheduled  economy 
flight  on  Air  France  from  John  F.  Kennedy  Airport  in  New  York  in 
September  1976. 

It  is  preferable  that  students  travel  to  Europe  with  the  group.  Should 
a  student  have  reason  to  travel  independently,  a  request  to  this  effect 
should  be  made  at  the  time  of  application,  explaining  the  reason  for 
the  request.  If  permission  to  make  such  independent  travel  arrange- 
ments is  given,  the  appropriate  deduction,  normally  the  price  of  the 
flight  ticket,  will  be  made  in  the  over-all  fee. 

Living  Arrangements 

Since  it  is  believed  that  the  best  results  are  obtained  both  from  the 
point  of  view  of  language  improvement  and  cultural  advantages,  most 
of  the  students  will  be  lodged  in  French  homes  in  both  Tours  and  Paris, 
hearing  and  speaking  French  and  being  more  generally  exposed  to  French 
life  and  customs.  A  limited  number  of  spaces  in  student  foyers  are  avail- 
able in  Paris  tor  those  students  preferring  such  a  housing  arrangement. 
In  Tours,  students  take  all  their  meals  in  the  French  homes.  In  Paris, 
the  French  hostesses,  for  the  most  part,  accept  students  only  on  a  demi- 
pension  basis,  and  therefore  the  students  receive  a  lunch  allowance  in 
cash  for  use  in  the  university  restaurants,  or  elsewhere.  Those  housed 
in  student  foyers  in  Paris  will  also  be  on  a  similar  demi-pension  basis. 
Room  and  board  is  provided  until  May  31,  1976  for  all  students  or  the 
day  after  the  student's  last  examination  if  later.  Requests  for  other  living 
arrangements  must  be  made  on  an  individual  basis  and  meet  the  ap- 
proval of  the  program's  administration  in  Virginia. 

Program  Administration 

Students  who  are  enrolled  in  the  Junior  Year  in  France  will  be 
responsible  to  the  Resident  Director  and  the  Assistant,  whose  authority

ends  with  the  termination  of  a  student's  classes  in  late  May  or  early 
June.  The  Resident  Director  is  the  adviser  on  all  academic  matters. 
The  Assistant  will  help  him  and  serve  as  an  adviser  on  social  matters. 
The  students'  scholastic  progress  will  be  followed  carefully  and  periodic 
reports  will  be  sent  to  their  home  university. 

It  is  understood  that  every  student,  if  accepted,  agrees  to  the  ad- 
ministrative authority  of  the  Resident  Director  and  the  Assistant.  Each 
member  of  the  group  is  expected  to  conform  to  the  general  regulations 
and  standards  of  the  group  and  to  conduct  himself  as  a  responsible 
representative  of  his  college  and  country.  The  Junior  Year  in  France 
assumes  that  each  student  who  is  accepted  is  emotionally  mature  and 
is  aware  of  what  is  considered  proper  behavior  and  therefore  does  not 
need  specific  rules  for  every  situation. 

The  Resident  Director  and  the  Assistant  have  authority  to  require 
the  withdrawal  of  any  student  whose  conduct  or  academic  standing 
warants  such  a  step.

The  Academic  Program 

Preliminary  Period  in  Tours 
(September— Mid-October) 

Through  the  cooperation  of  the  Governor  of  the  province,  the  Mayor 
of  Tours,  and  the  Institut  de  Touraine,  the  program  of  the  preliminary 
period  is  established  in  Tours,  a  city  rich  in  historical  and  literary  mem- 
ories and  renowned  for  its  hospitality  to  foreign  students. 

The  purpose  of  the  preliminary  period  is  threefold:  first,  to  intro- 
duce the  students  to  the  French  way  of  life,  an  introduction  made  much 
easier  in  a  provincial  city,  such  as  Tours,  than  in  Paris;  second,  to  bring 
the  student's  practical  knowledge  of  the  French  language  to  a  point 
where  they  can  readily  use  it  for  their  forthcoming  program  of  studies 
in  Paris;  third,  to  initiate  them  to  French  academic  life  in  general,  and 
more  particularly  to  the  methods  which  prevail  in  French  higher  edu- 
cation. 

Upon  arrival  in  Tours,  students  participate  in  a  general  two-day 
orientation  session  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  academic  program. 
The  academic  program  begins  with  placement  tests  designed  to  facilitate 
the  division  of  the  larger  group  into  small  sections.  Each  section  is 
taught  by  a  French  professor  from  faculty  of  the  Universite  Francois- 
Rabelais,  Tours.  The  nature  of  the  work  varies  according  to  the  indi- 
vidual student's  ability  to  read,  write  and  speak  French.  It  includes 
practical  training  in  composition,  translation,  conversation.  In  addi- 
tion, all  students  take  a  course  in  phonetics  and  another  course  on  the 
political  and  cultural  forces  that  have  contributed  most  to  French  life 
since  World  War  II.  Upon  satisfactory  completion  of  the  academic 
work,  students  will  receive  recommendation  for  6  hours  credit. 

Those  who  are  weak  in  language  competency  at  Tours  may  be  re- 
quired to  take  an  additional  language  course  in  Paris. 


In  Paris  most  students  live  in  homes  but  some  are  housed  in  foyers. 
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Studies  IN  Paris 
(Mid-October — June) 

Students  enrolled  in  the  Junior  Year  in  France,  in  consultation  with 
the  Resident  Director,  begin  organizing  their  course  of  study  while  they 
are  in  Tours.  Final  choices  are  made  upon  arrival  of  the  group  in  Paris. 
Most  students  are  enrolled  for  at  least  one  course  in  one  of  the  13  univer- 
sities now  comprising  the  university  system  of  Paris.  However,  since 
students  are  not  a  candidate  for  a  French  degree,  they  may  in  addition 
elect  courses  from  such  other  institutions  of  higher  learning  as  the 
Institut  d'Etudes  Politiques,  the  Ecole  du  Louvre,  the  Institut  Catholique, 
or  from  one  of  the  many  ateliers  or  specialized  schools  of  music  and  the 
performing  arts.  Details  concerning  registration  and  organization  of  the 
student's  program  are  furnished  each  student  along  with  other  material 
sometime  in  April  so  that  he  may  discuss  with  his  academic  adviser  of 
his  home  college  the  type  of  program  he  would  like  to  follow  in  France. 
In  past,  most  students  have  elected  a  combination  of  courses  in  one  of 
the  Paris  Universities,  at  the  Institut  d'Etudes  Politiques,  and  one  or 
two  of  the  special  courses  offered  by  Sweet  Briar  College,  etc.  Each 
student  sets  up  a  program  that  corresponds  to  his  needs  and  interests, 
so  that  no  two  programs  are  alike. 

Independent  Study 

A  student  may  undertake  an  independent  study  project  in  an  area 
for  which  he  is  well  prepared  and  for  which  he  has  approval  from  the 
Resident  Director  and  his  home  college.  Ordinarily  such  a  project  is 
for  a  semester's  duration.  Grade  and  credit  will  be  determined  by  the 
Junior  Year  in  France. 

The  student  may  on  the  other  hand  undertake  an  independent  study 
project  under  the  direction  of  a  faculty  member  of  his  home  college. 
Approval  and  arrangements  for  the  latter  project  must  be  obtained 
prior  to  his  departure  from  the  United  States  and  the  written  approval 
for  the  project  sent  to  the  Virginia  Office  of  the  Junior  Year  in  France. 
Grade  and  credit  will  be  determined  by  the  home  college. 

Class  Attendance 

Students  are  expected  to  attend  classes  regularly,  both  in  Tours  and 
in  Paris.  In  some  courses,  attendance  is  obligatory  if  credit  is  to  be 
granted. 

Vacation  periods  during  the  school  year  are  long  and  frequent 
enough  to  make  requests  to  be  excused  from  classes  during  the  year 
unnecessary.  Most  course  work  is  ended  by  May  31,  although  some  might 
extend  until  early  June. 

Examinations,  Grades  and  Credit 

Examinations  are  given  at  the  end  of  the  preliminary  period  in  Tours 
and  usually  at  the  end  of  each  course  in  Paris.  Students  are  graded  on 
a  scale  of  0-20;  the  numerals  are  converted  into  letter  grades  (A,  B,  C, 
etc.)  on  their  transcripts,  unless  the  letter  grades  have  already  been 
given  by  their  French  professors.  Grades  for  courses  in  performing  and 
studio  arts  are  reported  on  the  basis  of  Distinction,  Satisfactory,  Unsat- 


isfactory,  and  when  available  the  written  evaluation  of  the  professor  is 
reported. 

Upon  satisfactory  completion  of  the  year's  work,  Sweet  Briar  College 
sends  a  report  of  grades  of  each  student  to  his  college  or  university, 
recommending  credits  in  semester  hours  (normally  thirty)  which  in- 
cludes six  (6)  hours  for  the  preliminary  session  in  Tours.  Only  in  ex- 
ceptional cases  do  students  take  additional  work  for  credit.

THE  PARIS  UNIVERSITIES 

In  1970  the  University  of  Paris  was  divided  into  13  new  universities. 
In  1974-75  the  students  of  the  Junior  Year  in  France  elected  courses 
at  UNIVERSITY  OF  PARIS  I  (Pantheon-Sorbonne),  III  (Sorbonne- 
Nouvelle),  IV  (Paris-Sorbonne),  VII,  VIII  (Vincennes),  and  X  (Nan- 
terre).    The  majority  of  students  were  enrolled  in  the  first  four. 

It  is  not  possible  to  give  at  this  time  course  offerings  available  to 
the  Junior  Year  in  France  students  at  the  various  universities  and  other 
institutions  of  higher  learning  since  they  are  not  announced  until  late 
summer.  However,  the  following  list  of  courses  elected  by  the  students 
of  the  1974-75  group  may  be  helpful  to  the  student  planning  to  study 
in  France.  A  supplementary  list  of  courses  elected  by  the  students  in 
the  1975-76  group  will  be  available  later  in  the  year.
